[F' THE dead the zombies numbers had increaasd 
iimtensely, now with DAY the human to zombie 
status has reacnad apocalyptic proportians,4wD, 
000: I in favour of the walking cotpsee. 

The laat dregs of huiaanity are holding up in a 
Florida missile silo, where a handfitl of sclent 
-isls are desperately trying to find a cure for 
the epidemic as all tne while their military 
guards are getting more and more dangerous. The 
scene is one oi bleakness and total oppression, 
no way will you be laughing at this film, it is 
horribly realistia and thoroughly serioua.lhe 
first hour ol the film concentrates on the ab- 
rassive relationships of the protagonists, but 
for tbo typically blood-drenched finale, the 
dead creak In and the levels of carnage In their 
explicit reality (FA courtesy Tern Savini] have 
newer been greater. DAY OF THE DEAD will appeal 
to both the intellectual shock— seekers as well 
as gore hounds, who will be in eeventh- 
hsaven when the chief peycho played by Joe 
Filato gets his. 

You have been warned DAY shocks, and shocks 
hard, both verbally aid visually but rarely has 
the horror genre been lifted to such lofty peaks

STAGEFHIGHT is the latest 
in the endless line of Italian horror offerings, 
this one being the Jeature debut of Dario 
Argento'e assistant Michele Soavi, who aswell as 
working behind the camera on such as DEHOrS, 
TEHEHSAE and CREEPERS also appeared in a couple 
of those along with Fiiloi's CITY OF THE LIVIHG 
DEAD, However, Argento’e actual involvement with 
STACEFRIGHT is zero, for the film actually 
comes frau the Joe D'Ainato studios (be of ABSURD 
aid BLUE HOLCCiUST fame) and is written by 
George Eashtan, the bearded hulk from such Dino 
productions as ABSDIB, AMTHROFOPAGUS and 
lamberto Bava’s BLASTFIGHTEE. Still, enough of 
thiB history of Italian exploitation, onto the 
plot:

ALIEN ilaslf is rightly regarded as a genre classic, not only being a highly succeseful horror 
movie but also a dam realiatic science-fiction film too, highlighted of coirse by H.R Qiger's 
now fwious deeigns.Ths same cannot really be said of it's multltuds of isaitators.and whilst 
imoritaticn may be the most sincere form of flattery it is also a great way to make a quick 
buck the latter being the higher stimulation to the cinematic copysrs.
